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INTRODUCTION 


Kerala occupies a narrow stop of land, noi more than 555 km in lenglti, on western 
seaboard o! peninsular India, roughly between ihe latitudes of e n 17' and 1? i 47' N. 
Washed by the Arabian Sea on the west and flanked by the hUJ ranges of the Western 
Ghats on the east, it has the maximum width of only 120 km Geographically, its length 
covers- most of the Malabor coast: and (he name Maiaba/ seems to t ave some association 
with fvtalainaclu ('land of hills) of the medieval Tamil writers. The term Malayalam. the 
indigenous word For denoting the country, appears to be the compound of two words 
malai (mountain 1 ) and alam ('depth')' 

The region ties between the Sahyadns and the Arabian Sea. ft Is a lowland interspersed 
by hills having in its landscape alluvial tracts along (he rivers, sandy beaches, mud Hats 
and sand-dunes, tens, lateriiic platforms, lagoons and back waters having swift flowing 
rivulets, tt has patches of tropical evergreen forest, coconut groves and cashunna 
plantations*. 

In ancient times, the country was known as Kerala or atternaiively, the land otCheras. 
The second rock-edict of Asoka {circa 273-36 BC.) refers to Kemlaputras along with 
ihe ChoFas. Pandyas and Satiyaputras (perhaps the Atlyamans ol Kongu region) as 
Ihe border kingdoms of the Maury an empire In the tirsl century A. D.. Pliny, the 
Roman historian, refers to the rulers ol Kerala as Caalogbothras. while the unknown 
author of (he Rertpius of the erythraean sea, of Ihe same period, mentors it asCerobofhra. 
During this period, Muztris generally identified with Cranganur (Kodungallon, Disinct 
Thnssur, was most important of the several ports of (he west coast, frequented by 
foreign ships, laden wilh merchandise. Ptolemy, Ihe geographer of the second century, 
mentions the country as Kerobothros. fn the contemporary Tamil We nature, Kerala is 
invariably referred to as Ihe Chera country, and there is ample evidence to show that the 
Che ras rose to prominence along with the Choias a nd the Pandyas during the first three 
centimes of the Christian era The Cheras continued to wield power, with short 
interregnums, fill the beginning of the twelfth century and the unification of Kerala under 
the second Chera dynasty constituted a short-lived episode, The later history ol Kerala 
is marked by a few landmarks. Ihe first being the arrival of the Portuguese in 1490 when 
Kerala was ruled by ihe Venadu ruler in me south, the powerful Zamorin of Calicut (now 
Kozhikode) in (he central pan and the Kolaliri chief on Ihe north The interests ot the 
Zamonn who controlled Ihe spice-trade and Ihe shipping of the west coast were bound 
to clash wilh the rising power ol the Portuguese until the Dutch amvedgn the scene in 
Circa 1604 A.D., Intent on Itieir share of the loaf, followed shortly by the British Thereafter. 
Martanda Varma rose as a new siaron Ihe firmament of Kerala and inflicted in 1741 a 
humiliating defeat on the Dutch. There followed the invasions ol Haider All and Tipu 
Suttan, which devastated the land Later Ihe British brought Kerala, divided into the
